The Arts undcrgrads. will gather in 
full force to-night for a regular meet- 
ing of the Undergraduate Society, which 
will be held in the Union Cafeteria at 
eight o'clock. The regular business of 
the Society will be dealt with, and this 
will include several very important ques- 
tions. The foremost among these is the 
discussion in connection with the change 
of constitution to exclude all Commerce 
students from the Society. The Com- 
mercial Society recently went on record 
as being in favor of a complete split 
from the Arts Undergraduate Society, 
and a change of the present rulings will 
be necessary before this matter can be 
brought to a satisfactory conclusion. ' 

Another important event on the even- 
ing's programme will be the final inter- 
class debate between Arts '23 and Arts 
'25. The debating teams from both of 
these classes have been very successful 
up to the present, and to-night will wit- 
ness the final struggle for faculty super- 
iority. The question lor debate is: "Re- 
solved, that the United States should en- 
ter the League of Nations immediately,'' 
and Wells and Freeman will uphold the 
affirmative for the Seniors. The Sophs 
will be represented by Penrose and 
Everett, who will undoubtedly present 
many strong points to uphold their side 
of the argument. 

At the conclusion of this debate till 
members of the faculty team will be an 
nounced and a short resume of the in 
ler-class debates will be given. The 
system has proved very satisfactory this 
year, and it is expected that the Arts 
team will present a strong opposition for 
the lawyers, when the inter- faculty de- 
bate between Arts and Law is held on 
December 18th. 

Other attractions for the evening will 
include the ever welcome refreshments, 
which will be served at the conclusion of 
Ihc meeting

at the open meeting of the Students' 
Council last week, begins to-day, and will 
last until next Monday. 

The co operation of all the class presi- 
dents, and the heads oi the undergradu- 
ate sociétés has been enlisted in order to 
make the drive a success, and it is con- 
fidently expected that the efforts of all 
the students will be exerted to make the 
movement one that will realize the hopes 
of the student governing body.

The results of their efforts have been 
very gratifying to the management of the 
business department of the college pa- 
per, and it is expected that they will be 
overworked from the present .time on- 
wards when all of the students form to- 
gether in a combined effort to secure the 
desired dcsult. 

If the daily returns from the campaign 
only prove to be as successful this week 
as they wcrec last Friday and Saturday 
there will be no doubt about the ultimate 
result ; but it will be possible to make it 
even greater when everyone starts work- 
ing in unison.

Thé following statement, in connec- 
tion with the Gymnasium-Dormitory 
building, has been received from the 
Principal, Sir Arthur Currie, and will 
undoubtedly prove of interest to every 
member of the student body: 
The Editor, McGill Daily: 

Dear Sir. — My respect and admira- 
tion for the esprit dc corps of the stu- 
dent-body of McGill influences me to 
make some observations and to give 
some facts regarding the proposed 
Gymnasium-Dormitory building. 

This is not a new subject. It has 
been debated and discussed by Gov' 
emors, graduates and students of the 
University before cither the present 
studcnt j body or myself ever thought 
of having any association with McGill 
Speaking on behalf of the Board of 
Governors and of the other members 
of Corporation I can say that every 
argument advanced in support of the 
urgent need of dormitories and the 
gymnasium receives our warm appro 
val. It would be wrong, unjust and 
unfair for anyone to charge the Board 
of Governors with indifference regard 
ing the provision of this Gymnasium- 
Dormitory building, but up to the 
present we have been unable to find 
the necessary funds to carry on that 
work. The cost of the proposed 
building is in the neighbourhood of 
$800,000, but there is available the 
Douglas bequest, amounting to about 
$300,000. The annual cost of borrow-' 
ing the net amount ($500,000) would 
be $30,000, and had the Board of Gov- 
ernors authorized the erection of such 
a building it would have been neces 
sary to borrow the money for such a 
purpose or for some other purposes 
which the Board has considered to be 
more important. 

You may ask what these purposes 
arc. In November, 1920, as the result 
of an appeal to the graduates, the stu- 
dents, and other friends and well- 
wishers of McGill, there was pledged 
the amount of, roughly, $6400,000. It 
must not be forgotten that the privi- 
lege was granted the donors of pay- 
ing their gifts in instalments spread 
over five years. The amount already- 
paid in is most satisfactory, but still 
there is a considerable sum outstand- 
ing'. In the light of past experiences 
it would be too much to hope that 
every cent pledged will be paid, and 
in their consideration of the funds 
available the Board of Governors must 
hear this fact in mind. The first 
building operations authorized by the 
Board of Governors since the cam- 
paign was the extension to the Li- 
brary. The actual cost of the cxtcn-

The following extract from the Chi 
cago Tribune gives an interesting report 
on an address made recently by Sir Ar- 
thur Currie before the McGill Univer- 
sity Alumni Association of Chicago. The 
president of this society is George A. 
Johnstone, with David E. .McMillan and 
Mabel H. Walbridgc, vice-presidents. 
Norman Kerr the secretary-treasurer, 
sent the extract to the "Daily," and he 
speaks very enthusiastically oi the ad 
dress, which was made by McGill's 
Principal. Other speakers on the 
evening's programme included Harry 
Pratt Judson, President of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago; Walter D. Scott, Presi- 
dent Northwestern University; Samuel 
Instill, President Commonwealth Edison 
Company ; David Kinlcy, President Uni 
vcrsity of Illinois; Rev. John Timothy 
Stone, Fourth Presbyterian Church, Chi- 
cago. 

The following is the extract from the 
Tribune : 

"The seeking of truth is greaier than 
the acquisition of knowledge, and, sec- 
ond only in importance to litis, is the 
putting of the wisdom you have acquir- 
ed at the service of your country." 

This was the message for the promo- 
tion of peace which Sir Arthur W. Cur- 
rie, a commander of the British Expedi- 
tionary Forces, brought to Chicago re- 
cently. As tile, Principal of McGill 
University at Montreal he was the 
guest of honor at a banquet given by the 
McGill University Alumnae Association 
of Chicago at the University Club. 

Finishing schools where girls arc sent 
to acquire education for "decorative 
purposes," and academies where young 
men are sent to obtain learning, for its 
"cash values' were denounced by the sol- 
dier-educator as "despicable." 

"There is one ideal of education," he 
said, "which leaches men how to make 
a living rather than how to make a life. 
But the best ideal is the creative ideal, 
the ideal which builds character and 
leads to civic usefulness. 

"As to the forces for the promotion of 
peace. I haven't much faith in these mo- 
thers' societies to prevent war. War is 
caused by three things— the growth of a 
national spirit, jealousy over trade, and 
development of the yellow race. There 
is no great international court, and that 
is what we need."

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THE PRINCIPAL'S LETTER

The statement issued by the Principal of the University, to be 

found in this edition of the "Daily," will be a source of satisfaction 
the student body. Not only does it serve to throw light upon 
the outlays made by the Hoard of Governors since the financial cam 
paign of two years ago, an explanation of which has long been 
awaited about tbc campus, and the publication of which has been 
frequently urged in this column, but its result will also be apparent, 
we feel sure, in operating to dissipate any suggestion that may have 
been entertained by the undergraduates that their interests were be- 
ing ignored by the authorities and replacing this misapprehension 
by.oiïë of confidence in the respect given to a persistent stand by the 
' 6tudents and in the efficacy of the means at their command to make 
such apparent to those at the head of the university administration. 
There can be no doubt but that the words contained in the communi- 
~ cation received from the Principal will be closely and widely scrutin- 
ized and while sonic of the sentiments inserted therein may not be 
greeted with immediate endorsation, the policy of the Principal in 
placing the facts before the students will be deeply appreciated. 

* No one would question the wisdom of the maintenance of a 
teaching staff that will bear comparison with any upon the continent, 
and in this endeavour we believe that McGill has been successful. 
Where we cannot express full acquiescence to the views contained 
in the Principal's letter is in the opinion put forth that the erection 
of a Gymnasium-Dormitory would have defeated this end. It seems 
that, if funds had been devoted to this latter purpose in preference to 
. application to the raising of other buildings — notably the addition 
to the Library and the new Dental Wing — with a possible limited 
expenditure in the direction of additions to the staff, a very small 
amount of money, in comparison to recent outputs by the authori- 
ties, would have been required for the inclusion of the Gymnasium- 
Dormitory building in the programme. Also, it must be remem- 
bered that a constant inducement must be extended to matriculants 
if the influx of students is not to diminish; that such influx is in 
dajigor of falling off unless it can be shown that McGill does not 
Jack what other colleges afford, and that students are as essential 
tu a university as professors. 

The one point that the Principal's letter does not settle is the 
combination of circumstances which brought about a complete al- 
teration in the convictions of the Board of Governors during the 
summer months. At the conclusion of the Spring Session the stu- 
dents left their lecture rooms content with the promises extended 
to them that dormitories and gymnasium would be ready for the 
fall. On their return to college they found an entire change of atti- 
tude on the part of those in authority. Just what prevented antici- 
pation of the difficulties- that have since arisen, is not disclosed. 
However, the need for a gymnasium and for dormitories remains 
vital ; each day definite action is postponed renders the deficiency 
apparent.

ies for vocational guidance."

The McGill Senior basketball learn 
,voii their first game of the season on 
Saturday evening. They outplayed their 
opponents, and although the floor was 
too small to allow any of the spectacu- 
lar work displayed last year, the com- 
bination and passing were of :i high 
standard. The Central Y.M.C.A. pre- 
sented a plucky opposition, but were liati- 
dicapped by lack of weight. 

The game was nlaycd under the new 
rules, which made it faster to watch. 
The new ruling gives the ball to the of- 
fended team on a technical, where the 
foul lakes place, just as if the hall were 
offside at this point. This, in the case 
of running with the ball and illegal 
jumps, gives no time out for free tries, 
thus making the speed of the game 
much greater. There arc also two zones 
:*l each end of the floor, and if a per- 
sonal foul is nude on a man shooting 
or playing for the basket at the end of 
lli: floor where the zone is,- the side of- 
fended gets two free tries. 

At I lie start of the game Manson got 
llie jump. The ball was worked down 
the floor, but llie Red and White for- 
wards were unable to bit the iron ring. 
Central started for the other basket, but 
was unable to penetrate the defence. Hil- 
ton goi the sphere ;uw! brought it out of 
the danger zone. The ball went offside 
and the "Y" missed another try. Crain 
went through the defence, but missed his 
try. Amaroti then scored on a clever 
shot from almost under the basket. Lit- 
tle received the sphere from Manson on 
the jump, but although be sent it through 
the ring the ball went to Uic "V" offside 
because of running. The Central team 
worked the ball down the floor, and 
< iormley scored. Manson again got the 
jump, and Little scored one from under 
Ihc basket. Aniaron scored the next 
jaskct on a long shot from the midst of 
the Central team. On a personal foul 
Little added two more points by ringing 
two free tries. Clclland came up from 
the defence and scored for the visitors. 
The Central team had resorted to long 
shots from the centre of the floor, bc- 
"ng unable to penetrate the heavy de- 
fence. Hilton, a new man on the Sen- 
ior team, came up the floor and scored. 
Throughout the evening this new player 
showed his power as a defence man, and 
there is little doubt that he will hold his 
place on the team. With Crain and Hil- 
ton on the defence, the "Y" had no end 
of trouble, anil were forced to risk long 
^tots because of the inability to pene- 
trate the guards. Manson was getting 
'.he ball all the time on the jumps dur- 
ing the evening. At this stage of the 
game the big centre nailed a pass and 
rolled in two more points on a diffi- 
;'ift shot from the corner. Crain picked 
up a long pass down the floor and hurl- 
ed the ball back to Manson, who scored 
again. McGill peppered the basket for 
a time, but were unable to put the ball 
into the ntt. Crain came up the floor 
and rolled one in. Manson shot a bas- 
ket while heavily guarded! and a minute 
later Little added two points to the 
score. The lime was up with the score 
at 22 to 8. 

In tlie second period the "Y" threat- 
ened McGill lime and again, but the Red 
and White team hit their stride, and 
ended the rally which the visitors had 
made. Turpcll went on at this period. 
The 'Y" opened the scoring on a long 
shot over the heads of the entire Mc- 
Gill team. The Red and White players 
got die ball again on the jump, and 
worked up the floor. Corriveau, of the 
"Y" had moved up from the defence and 
was playing forward. He broke into 
the Red and White combination and 
dribbled the ball down the. floor for a 
basket. Manson opened the period for 
the Rede and White scoring, by receiv- 
ing a pass which he rolled into the nets. 
The game went much faster, and the 
checking became heavier on both sides. 
Crain got the ball and worked it all the 
way up* 'the floor on a clever >bit of 
dribbling, and scored again. The Mc- 
Gill team outpaced the opposition, and 
Manson scored. At this stage in the 
play Manson and Pinck collided. Time 
was taken out for repairs, both men 
coming back into the play after a short 
interval. Blumcnslcin went on for Hil- 
ton. Amaron went on again in Turpell's 
Place. Panurtie scored two free tries 
on personal fouls. Central resorted to 
long shots. Amaron scored for Mc- 
Gill by rolling the ball in from under 
lite ring. Paqucttc scored again on free 
tries. Shortly after he scored from the 
floor.' Game end-jd with McGill, .10; 
Central "Y", 20. 

After the game a short meeting of the 
McGil (team was held, and A. B. Man- 
son, of Vancouver, was elected Captain 
of the team for the coming year. Man- 
son was Ihc star centre of last year's 
team, and if he carries on as he did on 
Saturday night, llwrc is little doubt but 
that he will go on record as one of the 
most powerful players that McGill has 
had in the game.

sion proper was about $70,000. The 
equipment, which is very costly, and 
other charges made up the balance of 
$13-1,000, which was the total amount 
spent. There art some who have con- 
. .tended to me that an extension to the 
Library was not as important as 
a Gymnasium-Dormitory building. 
Leaving aside the question of the dif- 
ference in cost of the two buildings, 
and having regard to the disabilities 
under which the Library was labour- 
ing, I, personally, do not agree with 
such a contention, but I do not pro- 
pose to argue that matter now. 

The other buildings authorized by 
the Governors are the Biological build- 
ing '(already completed), the Patho- 
logical building, and the Dental wing 
at the Montreal General Hospital, the 
latter costing $-10,000. The combined 
cost of the two former will necessitate 
the spending of $917.000 of University 
funds, or $17,000 more than our agree- 
ment with the Rockefeller Foundation 
called for, because it must not be for- 
gotten that a condition attached to the 
Rockefeller gift of $1.000,000 was that 
the University would spend $900.000 on 
Medical buildings. The question 
whether the Rockefeller Foundation 
should have attached that condition to 
its gift is not a matter for discussion. 
They have paid their gift of $1.000.000 
and the Board of Governors are ful- 
filling their part of the contract. This 
means that when buildings already 
finished and authorized are completed 
the capital sum of $1,091.000 will have 
been expended on buildings. Let il 
not be forgotten that the cost of main- 
tenance in connection with all build- 
ings is a serious annual charge, and 
so the gross cost in connection with 
the erection of a building is much more 
than what is actually spent in stone, 
furnishings and equipment. 

At the beginning of the session 
1920-21, anticipating the result of the. 
campaign, the Board of Governors au- 
thorized an increase oi salary to prac- 
tically all members of the administra- 
tive and teaching staffs, as well as an 
increase in wages to those otherwise 
employed by the University. In addi- 
tion to that, there has been a number 
of urgently necessary additions to the 
staff; new departments have been add- 
ed and increased appropriations made 
to practically every department of the 
University's activities, and these de- 
partments are far more numerous than 
the majority of people realize. 

Some have contended in conversa- 
tions with me that the Board of Gov- 
•crnors had no right to authorize a 
single addition to the staff until the 
Dormitory-Gymnasium bad been erect- 
ed. Others have contended that in- 
creased salaries granted were not jus- 
tified until the Gymnasium-Dormitory 
had been provided. With 
pntcntions, I' for one, do not 
agree at all. The quickest and surest 
way to make McGill a second-class 
university is to have a second-class 
staff, second-class laboratories, second- 
class library and second-class adniin- 
is-tration. If wc were will to remain 
second-class in these respects we 
might already have had our Gymrfas- 
ium-Dormi'.oty building, but I doubt

duct on the part of the Board of Gov- 
ernors. 1 quite realize that a propel 
sense of proportion must be maintain 
ed and that it would be inadvisable to 
postpone the erection of the Gynma 
sium-Dormitory building until the staff 
and everything relating to the academ 
ie requirements were complete and sat- 
isfactory in all respects. 

The cost of raising salaries and 
wages, of new departments authoriz- 
ed and in existence, of increased ap- 
propriations to library and to labora- 
tories, has resulted in an additional an- 
nual expenditure of nearly $400.000 in 
the session of 1922-23 as compared 
with the session of 1910-20,— the yrjir 
before the campaign. In that period 
additional revenue of nearly $120,000 
per annum resulted from the advance 
in fees. The difference. S2S0.OO0 or 
thereabouts, must be annually provided 
and the production of that sum annual- 
ly necessitates the investment of be- 
tween four and a half and live million 
dollars. If we add the sum of $1,091.- 

000 which has already been spent or 
authorized to be spent on buildings 
to this four and one-halt or five mil- 
lion dollars, we shall see that very lit- 
tle is left oi the additional funds which 
will be in our hands after all sub- 
scriptions to the campaign arc paid. 

I have made no mention of the ac- 
cumulated indebtedness which existed 
at the time the campaign was made, 
but this indebtedness amounted to 
$28i;000 - ; Neither have I set forth in 
any great detail just how the $400,000 
above mentioned is made up, but that. 

1 take it, is not a matter which the 
student-body eau with propriety de- 
bale. Suffice it to say that no expen- 
diture has been authorized without 
earnest consideration having been giv- 
en it by the Department concerned, 
the Finance Committee and the Board 
of Governors. 

On the one hand you have the stu- 
dent body and some departments urg- 
ing, with all the powers at their com- 
mand, the erection of additional build- 
ings and the provision of additional ac- 
commodation. On the other hand, 
you will hear people offer the criti- 
cism that McGill is spending too much 
of its money on bricks and mortar. 
The Board of Governors does not in- 
tend to be stampeded by the argu- 
ments of either party, but will con- 
tinue to make use of the funds at their 
disposal with the one aim and object 
of keeping McGill one of the leading 
educational institutions in the world 
and 'the great national university of 
Canada. 

It is not the intention of this letter 
lii intimate that the erection of a 
Gymnasium-Dormitory building will 
be postponed for years. Its main pur- 
pose h to. justify the action of the 
Bo:u-d of Governors in not proceed- 
ing with the erection of such a build- 
ing' during* the past two years. Let 
me rcpeaj that neither the student 
body nor the graduate body contains 
advocates. more -eager for the erection 
of the proposed building than arc to 
be found ■among the Board of Gover- 
nors who are giving the most .serious 
consideration" to the' provision of the 
necessary wnjs and means.

W ith the approaching of the Christ- 
inas holidays many students in McGill 
tire looking forward to attending the 
National Student Conference, which is 
being held in Toronto from December 
J8th to January 2nd. under the aus- 
pices of the Student Christian Move- 
ment of Canada. According to the 
latest reports received from the Queen 
City there will be about six hundred 
-indents in attendance from all over 
Canada. It is also stated that the 
Governor-General, Baron Byng of 
Yimy. will be in attendance on the 
first day and will officially open the 
conference. Other prominent men 
who will be in attendance include 
Premier Drttry, of Ontario, who will 
speak on agricultural problems: Hon. 
X. W. Rowell, who will deal with one 
of the many phases of international- 
ism; Principal Oliver, of the Saskat- 
chewan Theological College, who will 
deliver tut address on the new Cana- 
dians, Herbert Gray, successor of 
Henry Driunniond as leader oi the 
British Student Movement, will be 
present during the whole six days and 
will speak each morning'. Two ad- 
dresses will also be given every iore- 
noon, opening the various questions, 
which will be up for discussion and 
the afternoons will be left open for in- 
formal discussions and committee 
meetings . 

'l'he meetings during the convention 
will be held in the Convocation Hall 
of Toronto University and all the dele- 
gates will be housed in the residences 
at the University. The expenses for 
the rooms and incals will be borne by 
the Toronto churches. 

Here in McGill many students have 
been at work during the past month 
or so making preparations for the Con- 
ference and in consequence it is expect- 
ed that a very formidable McGill dele- 
gation will be in attendance. The 
various churches throughout the city 
have been canvassed for funds and up 
to the present time sufficient has been 
obtained to pay the greater percentage 
of the expenses for at least fifty dele- 
gates. In all probability this number 
will be increased by a considerable 
amount but McGill is already assured 
an excellent representation. 

'flic choosing of delegates is in the 
hands of a selection committee and 
great care is being taken to make the 
local group as representative of the 
whole university as possible. Many 
delegates have been appointed already 
and their names will be published 
within the next few days. However, 
the number is by no means limited and 
those who desire to be in attendance 
and can bear the expenses are asked 
to communicate with the officials at 
Strathcona Hall as soon as possible. 
The total expenses will amount of 
about thirty-live dollars, including reg- 
istiation. railway fare, meals 0 n the 
train and board and room for six days 
in Toronto. 

The McGill delegates will leave 
Montreal on the morning of December 
28th but the final train arrangements 
have not been concluded as yet. There 
is some possibility that a special train 
will be arranged, meeting here with 
the students from the Maritime Prov- 
inces. 

Several well known people from Mc- 
Gill intend to be present, including 
Dean and Mrs. Adams. Dr. Best and 
Dr. Gifford. Principal Smythe is also 
going, unless he is detained by pre- 
vious engagements. 

But local students have been activ 
not only in raising of funds for thU 
event but many have also been pre- 
paring themselves so that they will he 
able to deal intelligently with the prob- 
lems which will be brought up for dis- 
cussion . The chief questions which 
will be dealt with arc: Problems of the 
rural communities; various aspects of 
industry and labour; racial questions, 
within and with Canada; immigration; 
foreign missions, their purposes and 
their accomplishments. 

A special pamphlet has been pub- 
lished dealing with these topics and is 
being used at present by several of the 
discussion groups, which meet regu- 
larly at Strathcona Hall. Reference 
books have also been placed on the 
shelves in the library. Thosï who are 
planning to go to these meetings are 
asked by those who are in charge of 
the McGill section to study these ques- 
tions in order that they may have defi- 
nite thoughts and not merely vague 
ideas.
